Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1959. 

The  population  of  2,350,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General;  is 
the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  was  again  Nil. 

The  adjusted  Death  Rate  is  less  than  the  Maternal  average.  The  adjusted 
Birth  Rate  is,  this  year,  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Males.  There 
were  37  live  births  in  1959?  compared  with  only  26  in  1953. 

Two  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  register  during  the  year,  and 
five  were  removed  leaving  a total  of  15  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December, 

1959. 

Altogether  the  year  has  been  most  satisfactory  from  a Public  Health 
point  of  view. 

The  information  in  this  Report  on  food  premises,  shops.  Factories, 
housing  etc.,  is  compiled  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  to  whom  I am  indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  : COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations 
aro  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those 
v;ho  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate 
in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a populations  tends  to  lox^er,  and  a small 
proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in 
different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardization  of  such  a factor  will 
give  a truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these  lines. 
Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Hales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar  way  to  the 
above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population 
materially  affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that 
e.ccount.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  ayoa»  Birth  rate  area  comparability 
factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in 
institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SURVEY 0 R/PUBLI C HEALTH'  INSPECTOR  EO  R THE 
YEAR' 1959 . 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1959. 


WATER. 


Water  is  supplied  by  the  Halesworth  Urban  District  Council  and  a supplementary 
supply  is  available  up  to  25,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Walpole  bores  of  the  Blvth 
Rural  District  Council.  The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  whole  year  was  79*000 
gallons.  It  has  been  noted  that  in  the  war  under  review,  38  households  paid  a hose 
rate  and  that  during  the  hot  dry  summer  of  the  year,  water  consumption  increased  very 
considerably.  is  for  report  that  without  the  supplementary  supply  from  the  Blyth 

Rural  District  Council  there  were  long  periods  during  the  dry  spell  when  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  maintain  normal  supplies.  The  supply  is  pure  and  wholesome,  of 
the  highest  standard  of  purity,  and  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewerage  Works  at  Brumfield  Road  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
work  of  maintenance  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Over  the  past  five  years  the  number  of  houses  which  were  equipped  with  pail 
closets  have  bean  reduced  considerably.  There  remains  however,  a comparatively  small 
number  of  properties  which,  by  reason  of  the  general  condition  of  the  property  or 
through  lack  of  availability  of  a sewer,  are  still  equipped  with  pail  closets.  Such 
conditions  will  continue  until  either  the  properties  are  demolished  or  until  sewerage 
facilities  are  available. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  by  the  Council  employing  two  men  and  one 
refuse  waggon.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Cookley. 

Regular  visits  to  the  tip  are  made  by  the  Council* s rodent  operative  and 
necessary  works  of  disinfestation  carried  out. 

The  sewers  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  for  investigating  possible 
infestation  by  rats.  No  infestation  has  been  found. 

Street  Cleaning  is  carried  out  daily  and  storm  water  gullies  are  emptied 
at  re-gular  intervals. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  part  time  operator  is  employed  by  the  Authority.  There  are  768  houses 
and  207  business  premises  in  the  Council* s area  and  complaints  have  been  dealt  with 
immediately.  A3  stated  investigation  of  the  Town  sewers  has  failed  to  show  any  trace 
of  infestation. 

PI  SIIIEC3TATI  ON . 

There  have  been  two  complaints  of  fleas  and  two  complaints  of  cockroachos. 

These  have  been  dealt  with. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  my  previous  report  it  was  stated  that  considerable 
concern  was  felt  at  the  increasing  number  of  complaints  of  infestation  with  woodworm. 

At  that  time  the  heavy  cost  and  the  length  of  time  required  to  carry  out  proper  treatment 
of  such  infestations  was  particularly  stressed.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  felt  that 
initial  action  by  household ars  themselves  in  inspecting  their  property  and  carrying  out 
simple  works  of  disinfestation  on  the  first  appearance  of  the  woodworm  would  result  not 
only  in  the  saving  of  property  and  heavy  cost  of  disinfestation  but  also  prevent  the 
considerable  inconvenience  which  they  would  be  subjected  to  in  the  event  of  full  scale 
disinfestation  operations  having  to  be  carried  out. 
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A considerable  amount  of  work  had  to  be  carried  out  last  year  in  tho  eradi- 
cation of  wasp's  nests  by  Council  employees. 

ICE.  CREAM. 

There  are  10  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  area  all  of  thick. 
Sell  pre-packed  Ice  Cream.  There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
Ice  Cream. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  and  sausage  meat, 
FOOD  PREMISES. 

Fifty-one  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  carried  out  during  the  yee„r 
under  review,  and  two  premises  were  found  to  be  in  some  respects  unsatisfactory.  Both 
these  cases  have  since  been  dealt  with  informally  and  are  now  satisfactory.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  the  co-operation  which  has  been  forthcoming  from  the  very  large 
proportion  of  people  in  the  Town  who  are  actively  concerned  in  the  food  premises  id-thin 
the  district  and  it  should  be  noted  that  employers  and  employees  alike  are  becoming 
nicreasin&ly  conscious,  not  only  of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  end  Drugs  Acts,  but  of 
the  protection  to  themselves  and  the  public  which  the  implimentation  of  these  Acts 
confer.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a decrease  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  and 
inspected  during  the  year  under  review.  All  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  at  two 
small  slaughter houses  in  the  Town  which  supply  only  the  Butchers  Shops  of  their  Owners. 
These  slaughterhouses,  whilst  being  maintained  in  a very  clean  condition,  are  small  and 
would  need  considerable  alteration  and  consequent  expense  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  it  would  seen  inevitable  that  unless  the  money  and 
necessary  sites  are  forthcoming  that  the  works  of  slaughtering  must  become  more 
centralised  in  order  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  thus  spreading  the  cost 
between  greater  numbers  of  Butchers. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  51  houses  were  inspected,  10  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory in  some  respect.  As  a result  of  informal  action  the  necessary  repairs  have 
been  carried  out  at  each  of  these  houses,  whilst  repairs  weie  carried  out  to  one  addition;  > 
property  which  was  outstanding  at  the  time  of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

8. 


Clearance  Orders  have  been  secured  in  the  case  of  12  properties  and  two 
properties  have  been  demolished  under  Clearance  Orders.  Closing  Orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  three  properties.  Three  families  have  been  re- housed  from  unfit  houses. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants  have  been  made  in  respect  of  two  properties,  and 
one  Discretionary  Improvement  Grant  has  been  made. 

Twelve  new  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise.
